When Father’ Tyrrell, the 
Modervist, who was zecontly -expelled

Then this com- 
pany of “Oxford mon under’ his leadership 
set out to convert the nation to their iews, 
and sought by religions journalism—for 
such were the famous “Tyadts for the 
Times”--to restore medieval faith in tha 
era of the scientific method. The tracts 
were scattered broadcast to the remotesh 
villages of the Jand. They grew more and 
more Cutholic in tone, until at last Tract 
‘90, on the interpretation uf the 39 Articles, 


{ereated a storm throughout the country,

The personal phase: of this struggle has 
been laid bare in Mr Parcells *! Life” of 
Manning. When Newman * went over,” 
Cardinal Wiseman was head ofthe Roman 
Catholic Church in England, and. his tact 
prerented friction. Newman, too, foun 
an outlet for his activity in the restoring 
of tho oratory of St. Philip.of Nei in 
England. Theestablishment of this institu. 
tion in @ poor district of Birmingham, with 
an annexed school, absorbed his restless 
energy. Then came the restoration of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in England, the 
strong agitation agninst it, and tho Achill 
trial. 
his adopted church. According to Mr Bir. 
rell, who has naught but literary sympathy 
with Newman, his discourse on the 
position of Catholics issued at this epoch, 
contains pertiaps the most admimble | 
modols of irony and polemical power to be 
found in his writings. Subsequently Now- 
man’s position was changed by the. advent 
of Manning, who had stood by the Church 
of England at the time of Newman's soces- 
sion, but “wont over” in 1651,  Blanning

Ho ap- 
parently felt that hewman was the only 
man who could challenge his supremacy in 
England, an@ hence arose a personal an- 
tagonism between the two men.
